Devaluation wifl not solve the 
problems of the economy. A real 
devaluation mesns a sharp decHne 
in living standards, and I do not 
believe that it will be good to re- 
duce the standard of Uving — not 
for the worker, the employer or 
the economy, Mr. Mark Mosevics, 
President of the Manufacturers As- 
sociation, said yesterday at the 
Jerusalem Labour Council's Trade 
Union Club. 

It is clear that an economy which 
does not develop, which is under- 
going a slowdown, will not find 
people willing to invest. What we 
have to seek is some sort of golden 
mean between the present situation 
and the demands for devalution, he 
continued. 

Until tax reform can be intro- 
duced, Mr. Mosevics suggests that 
a number of steps can be taken to 
repair the situation. 

e@ Sell off public lands to ‘house- 
holders, a move that he, like the 
Treasury, believes would earn 
Τοῦτα. for the State coffers in a 
Telatively short period.

‘Yehuda, in Central Golan.
